State Gives 
Money For 
Grand View 

Council Expected Now To 
Accept WPA Offer to 
Build $6000 Structure 

Sierra Madre has been award¬ 
ed $1400 out of the state’s $5,- 
000,000 March storm emergency 
fund, but the prospects of its 
getting anything like the $8500 
spent by the city to halt the rav¬ 
ages of the storm are just about 
nil. 

The $1400 is a contribution to¬ 
wards construction of a swale on 
East Grand avenue to take the 
place of the old bridge that was 
washed out during the storm. Be¬ 
fore the new council took office 
the WPA approved plans for a 
swale to cost approximately $6600 
—$5200 to be contributed by the 
WPA and $1400 by the city, or 
sponsor. The new council never 
accepted the WPA offer because 
it considered the project too ex¬ 
pensive for the character of the 
improvement, having in mind a 
bridge instead of a swale. With 
the state coming through with 
what would be the city’s share, 
however, it is probable that at 
Its meeting next Tuesday evening 
the city council will accept the 
WPA offer. 

The swale as planned is a 
rather pretentious affair, resem¬ 
bling a bridge in every way, with 
the aprons of masonry. 

It is probable the council will 
receive a report from the Canyon 
park property owners association 
j on the progress being made in 
adjusting the area's Mattoon as¬ 
sessment difficulties. This is be¬ 
ing anxiously awaited since on 
success of negotiations between 
Canyon property owners and bond 
holders may depend whether or 
not an increase in the 1938-39 
tax levy for city purposes will 
be necessary. If back taxes of 
the canyon are released by set¬ 
tlement of the Mattoon difficulty 
there will be no occasion for a 
higher levy. 

Estimates on all the city de¬ 
partments for operating expenses 
during the fiscal year that be¬ 
gan July 1 have been received 
and have been the subject of con¬ 
ferences by the councllmen this 
; week, but it will be impossible 
to consider a city tax rate until 
the county assessor has certified 
1 t.he assessed valuation of local 
property, and this is not ex¬ 
pected until the latter part of 
July. 

Engineers handling the state’s 
emergency storm relief fund have 
advised the council that a rule 
has been made that allocations 
will be made only if repairs and 
improvements necessitated by the 
storm have not been made—that 
where storm damage has been cor¬ 
rected, an emergency no longer 
exists. Under this ruling the city 
would not be reimbursed for ex¬ 
penditures other than the Grand 
View avenue bridge. However, 
the engineers seem impressed 
with the damage in Bailey can¬ 
yon and it is considered probable 
that an allowance may be se¬ 
cured for this purpose if the es¬ 
timates and plans are revised. 

Three Southern California com¬ 
munities have received awards 
out of the $5,000,000 fund—Bur¬ 
bank, San Bernardino and Santa 
Paula. The engineers explain, 
however, that these awards are 
for work not yet undertaken.

GARDENS; FOXES AND BUNNIES 
GAMBOL ON LOCAL LAWNS 


Wild Life Of The Angeles 
Forest Invades City In 
Unusual Numbers 

If conditions get much better 
—or worse—Sierra Madre will be 
having Frank Buck out here 
pretty soon to "bring 'em back 
alive." 

Residents in the north part of 
| town have been disturbed for 
( some time by the fact that a full 
grown mountain lion has taken 
to visiting their back yards — 
mostly at night—but also in the 
early evening and early dawn. 

The "lion" so far has shown a 
rather timid disposition with re¬ 
gard to dogs—that is the way it 
is with the big cats unless cor¬ 
nered. Nonetheless. owners of 
Pekes and other small fighting 
pooches are keeping them under 
close surveillance. Meantime there 
is talk of conscripting Fred La- 
Lone or some other licensed big 
game hunter in the absence of 
Frank Buck—to take the animal 
dead or alive. 

The panther is no stranger to 
Fred, who has trailed the beast - 
presumably the same one—back 
into the hills a number of times. 
The marauder evidently knows 
Fred but it must be getting care- : 
less. 

At the same time even such 
animal lovers as the normal Sier¬ 
ra Madrcans are getting rather 
tired of the way the deer come 
down at night to raid the choicer 
portions of the private gardens 
backed up against the mountains. 
Hardly a morning goes by but a 
number of deer are seen along 
the whole northern rim of Sierra 
Madre. It Is there, of course, that 
the Angeles forest begins. 

AU of which helps to make 
Sierra Madre a favorite resort 
for the little brothers of the wild 
as well as folks from the bigger ' 
cities. These creatures—both sorts 
— are aparently well aware of the 
kindliness and hospitality that 
have made Sierra Madre famous. | 

For natural enemies seem to 
forget their feud once they enter 
the city precincts. In the beau¬ 
tiful Pratt estate now the home | 
of Mr. and Mrs. Chobun Y. Oka- I 
moto a den of foxes has long 
served as friendly policemen to 
the numerous doves and quail 
that also find the wooded grounds 
a home to their liking. A visitor 
to the Okamotos this week was 
so astounded at seeing two of 
the young foxes playing on a bit 
of secluded lawn while doves and 
quail were both In nearby evi¬ 
dence that he rushed to the near¬ 
est telephone to summon wit¬ 
nesses to the wonder. 

It was no wonder so far as 
old Sierra Madreans were con¬ 
cerned. 

Coons, 'possoms, and— if the 
truth must be told—quite a num¬ 
ber of friendly skunks make their 
homes in Sierra Madre and are 
often to be seen in close prox¬ 
imity to the city’s growing popu¬ 
lation of friendly dogs and birds. 

Unfortunately for the birds— 
and this Is the only real source 


of complaint so far in the mat¬ 
ter of the city's volunteer zoo— 
is that the cats (just plain toms 
and tabbeys) continue to multiply 
in a disquieting fashion. 

Mention has been reserved for 
the last of the city’s semi-pri¬ 
vate packs of coyotes which con¬ 
tinue to make the nights musical 
— some say hideous. This is 
especially so when there is a good 
moon and the countless cotten- 
tails from the gardens and chap- 
urral covered foothills assemble 
in favorite spots for a dance. 
The coyotes come uninvited. 

All the bunnies, unfortunately, 
have no better manners than the 
coyotes. A number of local gar¬ 
deners, both professional and 
amateur, have been registering 
complaints about their raids. 

There is one persistent bunny 
raider who makes life a burden 
for the gardeners up at the Wis¬ 
taria Gardens. He has a pas¬ 
sion for the rarest plants. But 
strict orders have been issued not 
to harm the creature. The gar¬ 
deners are merely trying now to 
talk it into going away. 

As for the coyotes, old timers 
will tell you that the varmints 
are nothing either as to numbers 
or noise as compared with what 
they were before the Lucky Bald¬ 
win ranch was subdivided. There 
used to be a huge rock pile down 
the other side of Michillinda, so 
one old timer tell us, that was 
one of the most notorious coyote 
hangouts in Southern California. 
They used to assemble there 
every night to wait for one of 
the Santa Fe flyers to go 
through, as the cook on this par¬ 
ticular train was in the habit of 
dumping the garbage in the 
neighborhood. 

And how those coyotes did 
shout when they heard the 
whistle! 

Until one night, with the bless¬ 
ing of local police, a big posse 
of sporting gunners surrounded 
the rock pile and waited until 
one of their number threw a stick 
of dynamite into the coyote dug- 
out. 

The hunters bagged 15 so they 
say. But they've never been able 
to corner the animals since. 
Some nights, so the imaginative 
claim, it sounds as if the coyotes 
were giving local Nimrods a 
laugh.

No Business 
Upset By 
Zoning 

Purpose Of Law Is Only 
To Stabilize And Protect 
Citizens, Expert Says

Citizens of the City of Sierra 
Madre need have no fear that the 
proposed zoning ordinance will 
prohibit them from continuing 
any present lawful use of their 
property. Zoning laws are not 
retroactive. 

Any building which is under 
construction at the adoption date 
of the ordinance may be com¬ 
pleted even though it is not in 
conformity to the provisions of 
j the ordinance, provided a lawful 
permit for its construction was 
; obtained prior to the adoption 
date of the ordinance and the 
j construction is carried pn pro¬ 
gressively and in good faith. 

A building which has been de¬ 
signed and constructed for a 
specific use may lawfully be oc¬ 
cupied for such use, even though 
between the time the building 
was constructed and the time it 
is occupied the zoning ordinance 
is adopted placing the property in 
a district prohibiting the intend¬ 
ed use. For example, a building 
I designed and constructed as a 
grocery, although not occupied 
as such at the time the ordinance 
is adopted, may subsequently be 
so occupied. A single-familv resi¬ 
dence in a single-family district, 
a portion of which has been used 
for a beauty shop, may continue 
as such: but if the beauty shop 
portion of the residence goes out 
of business, it would then be¬ 
come strictly a single-family resi¬ 
dence and the beauty shop not 
allowed to reopen. 

A nonconforming use which is 
discontinued may, in most cases, 
j he reinstated However, long dis¬ 
continuance would show abandon¬ 
ment and a permit to reoccupy 
could lawfully be refused. 

The eminent legal authority on 
zoning of the United States, Mr. 
Edward B. Bassett, uses the fol¬ 
lowing language concerning the 
effect of zoning on existing uses, 
in his recent book titled "Zoning”: 

"Nonconforming buildings and 
uses existing when an ordinance 
goes into effect are allowed to 
continue. It has been considered 
that buildings erected according 
to law, even if out of place, 
should be allowed to stand in¬ 
definitely, and that the noncon¬ 
forming use should not be 
stopped." 

"Zoning seeks to stabilize and 
protect, and not to destroy. The 
view that has been followed is 
that a few nonconforming build¬ 
ings and uses, if allowed to con¬ 
tinue. will not be a substantial 
injury to a community if only 
such nonconforming buildings are 
not allowed to multiply where 
they are harmful or improper. 

"Zoning has sought to safe¬ 
guard the future, in the expec¬ 
tation that time will repair the 
mistakes of the past. When non- 
’ conforming buildings are de¬ 
stroyed by fire or other act of 
j God, they ought not to be al¬ 
lowed to be rebuilt as a matter 
of right. If owners of such ?>uild- 
ings plan to alter them substan¬ 
tially. they should be forced by 
thc ordinance to consider the 
possibilities of rebuilding in a 
conforming manner. 

"A lawful nonconforming build¬ 
ing can be repaired and its parts 
restored, and the building inspec¬ 
tor cannot refuse suitable per¬ 
mits.” 

The reasonableness of such pro¬ 
visions is based upon a fair bal¬ 
ance between the rights of tha 
property twner and the effect 
upon the entire community.

Broadside Fired At 
Plan To Exempt 
Homes From Taxes 

Following a study of a tax 
exemption proposal that its spon¬ 
sors are trying to get on the 
November ballot, the county 
counsel’s office and Supervisor 
Leland Ford this week fired a 
broadside into the proposition. 

Petitions are now in circula¬ 
tion in behalf of an initiative 
proposition that would exempt 
from taxation all private residen¬ 
ces with an assessed valuation of 
$3,500 or less and homesteads 
up to $5,000. 

Deputy County Counsel Boiler 
says the proposal if adopted will 
affect about 505,000 single fam¬ 
ily residences in Los Angeles 
county; 36,292 two-family resi¬ 
dences, 13,600 flats, 8,100 apart¬ 
ments, and 2,230 bungalow courts. 

Supervisor Ford said that prac¬ 
tically 50 per cent of the as¬ 
sessed valuation of county proper¬ 
ties would be exempted and that 
the present general county tax 
rate would have to be more than 
doub.ed because property assessed 
at approximately $993,170,000 
would be removed from the tax 
rolls.
